He, 
says that he completely retracts, in- 
‘dividually and collectively, all state- 
ments for which those hurt or injured 
by them have thought him responsible.

Japan’s attitude, reiterated ‘today, 
threatens to doom the conference, how- 
ever, even if the AmerieslS cad Brit- 
ish get together on a compromise fig- 
ure of 400,000 tons. 

Japan Opposes Revision. 

The Tokio delegation today stated, 
“both the British plan and the revised 
American figures are entirely unac- 
ceptable to Japan. We believe the 
minimum figures the United States 
proposed are entirely adequate and any 
larger tonuage makes a farce of dis- 
armament.” 

The American delegation frankly is 
without hope of inducing the British 
accept 250,000 tons of cruisers, 


' figured at approximately 600,000 tous, 
Revised estimates of the American 
proposals, aimed at a compromise with 
Great Britain, provide for 48 cruisers, 
all mounting 8-inch guns. They ia- 
clude 18 10,000-ton craft, ten 7,v00- 
ton cruisers, built or under construe 
tion and 20 additional 7,500-ton cruis- 
ers, totaling 405.000 tons. Instead of 
1¢ six-inch guns, the 7.500-ton cruisers 
would carry eight eight-inch guns. 
It would be necessary to sacrifice 


one knot of speed to build the ships 
heavier for the bigger guns, but is 
is believed that such a fleet of 48 
cruisers would meet the requirements 
of the United States. 

The plan permits Great Britain to 
scatter its allocation of tonnage over 
a superior number of smaller cruisers 
of 5,000 to 6,000 tons, as the admiralty 
insists it is essential that it disposes 
at least of 75 cruisers. 

Japan Opposes Ratio. 

The adoption of 400,000 tons would 
leave Japan built up to its ratio, but 
the trouble is that Tokie definitely 
will not accept the proportion of 60 
per cent of the Anglo-American 
strength for cruisers. 

The executive committee tomorrow 
will examine the progress made by the 
technical committee on destroyers and 
submarines, where an agreement is be- 
lieved possible on the basis of about 
200,000 tons of destroyers and 90,000 
tons of submersibles if the cruiser 
problem i Ilved.

Second—Immediately reopen _ the 
United States consulate at Nanking, 
aad send a consul-general there. 

Third--Send American diplomatic 
agents to every de facto government in 
China, including the factions led by 
Chiang Kai-shek, Feng Yu-heiang and 
all other war lords. If necessary. 
agents for this purpose should be ob- 
tained from the personnel of the Pe- 
kin legation or selected from army 
officers in China. 

Bingham said he considered it a mis- 
take to evacuate Americans from ccast 
or river ports, where they could be 
yrotected, as Chinese ministers mis- 
interpreted the move.

An earthquake at Hilo, thirty miles | 


from the voléano, awoke a few resi- 
dents at 3:21 a. m., and they gazed 
upon a beautiful but awe-inspiring 
sight.

This certificate would not only certify 
as to the applicant's good moral char- 
acter but also to the fact that he has 
been privately examined upon the va- 
rions branches of the law and deemed 
qualified for admission to practice. 

Provision is made in the bill for the 
admission to practice in Georgia with- 
out examination of attorneys who had 
practiced law in other states, “which, 
by comity, admit to practice the duly 
licensed Jawyers of this state without 
examination.” 

This new system if enacted would 
take effect January 1, 1928, superced- 
ing all existing laws regulating admis- 
sion to the bar in this state. 

Committee Session. 

The senate committee on privileges 
and elections in an executive session 
‘Thursday voted to seat Dr. Carter. in 
place of Mr. Bennett as senator from 
the forty-sixth district. The vote was 
six for seating Carter and four against. 

Dr. Carter, in contesting the election 
of Bennett claimed that his opponent 
did not qualify 15 days before the elee- 
tion as a candidate in any of the three 
counties comprising the district. 

The six senators voting for the 
seating of Carter upheld this conten- 
tion. At the general elections, held 
last November, Bennett received S12 
votes to Carter's 319. A short time 
before .this election Dr. Carter tiled 
with Judge H. D. Reed, of the su- 
perior court of Waycross judicial cir- 
cuit, a petition for injunction against 
the ordinaries of Bacon, Coftee and 
Pierce counties, seeking to enjoin them 
from placing Bennett’s name on the

“Trial marriage,” he continued, 
“with unchaste courtship and easy di- 
yvorces, with which even a thundering 
church sometimes mes a pitiful 
apologetic partner, have all been tried 
a thousand times and found wanting.” 

Taking up the cudgel against war, 
Holmes declared that the jazz age, 
with all its fickleness and lack o 
sane thought, faces international prob- 
lems more difficult and complex than 
ever has confronted youth in any 
other period of history. He warned 
that sanity of thought and conduct is 
necessary if the youth of today would 
prevent disastrous international cat- 
astrophes in the future.

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3 ARE DROWNED 
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Sudbury, Ont., July 7.—(4)—W. L. 
Hodgekins, president of the Brownell 
Improvement company, of Chicago, and 
two members of his crew were drown- 
ed last night in Georgian bay after 
their gasoline speed boat had caught 
fire, it was learned today.
